The Star Brand... the most potent object of power the Earth 
has ever seen. Where it came from, how it arrived on Earth, 
and what energies it employs are all unfathomable 
mysteries. Whosoever wields its power can do virtually 
anything. The only limitation to its use is the imagination 
and courage of its wielder. 


So far, two men of Earth have possessed its power. The 
first, known only as the Old Man, was a Dutch count who 
acquired the Star Brand some 500 years ago. He kept the 
power a secret while it grew inside his body, aging his body 
very slowly. Eventually he realized that the power was too 
unstable for him to ever control, and on July 22, 1986, the 
Old Man tried to transfer its power to an asteroid. The flash 
of energy caused by the transfer atomized the asteroid and 
sent the Star Brand's awesome energies cascading into 
space, bombarding the Earth with mutagenic energy. This 
occurrence, dubbed the White Event, lasted less than two 
seconds, but had worldwide consequences.

After two months at the dream research 
clinic, KEITH REMSEN visits his family home in 
Georgetown, Maryland for the first time 
since his parents’ death in a terrorist bomb- 
ing. To help an old friend, REMSEN enters o 
dream for the first time without his sister 
THEODORA'S assistance or guidance, 
becoming more adept at entering and 
leaving dreams at will. 
(NIGHTMASK #3) 


August 31, 1986 
In Green Bay, Wisconsin, high school 
freshman DENNIS CUZINSKI (SCUZZ) first 
manifests his paranormal power to dissolve 
matter with a highly corrosive substance 
produced through his skin while lying in bed. 
(D.P.7 ANNUAL #1) 


September 1,1986 

GERALDINE RUMLOW (VICE VERSA) and 
EDWARD ZENTNER (BLOODHOUND) enter 
The Clinic with the parabilities to redirect 
inertia, and a paranormally heightened 
sense of smell, respectively. VOIGT takes 
them under his private tutelage. 


September 3, 1986 

ARTHUR BENWAY (FREEFALL) enters The 
Clinic with the parability to mentally negate 
gravity within ten feet of his person, and is 
placed in Therapy Group B. 


September 5, 1986 

RODNEY WEIGAND (TANGLER) enters The 
Clinic with the parability to create psycho- 
plasmic tanglewire of incredible tensile 
strength, and is placed in Therapy Group B. 


September 6,1986 
JACK MAGNICONTE attempts in vain to 
use his murdered brother's Intensifier to 
give three other members of his football 
team paranormal powers similar to his, not 
realizing his powers stemmed from the 
White Event, not the machine. 
(KICKERS INC. #1) 


SALLY GALLAGHER (SHOCK) enters The 
Clinic’ with the parability to produce high 
voltage electrical current, and is placed in 
Therapy Group B. 


September 8, 1966 

DEBORAH BROWNLEA (DEMENTIA) enters 
The Clinic with the parability to create 
temporary insanity in.others, and is placed 
in Therapy Group B. 


September 9, 1986 
MAGNICONTE, with his wife, DARLENE, “ 

and members of his football team, 
THOMAS SMYTHE, BEAUFORD WOHL, and 
DALLAS CORBIN, create KICKERS INC., a 
non-profit help agency, as a way of using 
his paranormal powers for good. 

(KICKERS INC #4) 


LENORE FENZL (TWILIGHT) enters The 
Clinic with the parability to produce fatigue- 
inducing bioluminescence capable of 
rendering any living being unconscious after 
several seconds exposure. Traumatized by her 
parability, she refuses to join group therapy. 


September 12, 1986 

SWENSEN attacks KROTZE INTERNATIONAL 
to gather information to prove KROTZE was 
responsible for her father’s death. In the 
SPITFIRE armor, she is attacked by KROTZE- 

directed U.S. Army troops. 
(SPITFIRE AND THE TROUBLE- 
SHOOTERS #3) 


SHARP, RUMLOW, and ZENTNER are sent 
to VOIGT'S newly-formed paranormal 
detection agency based in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 


September 15, 1986 
While in class, college sophomore 
CHARLOTTE BECK (FRICTION) first manifests 
her paranormal power to create or remove 
adhesion and friction between any two 
surfaces. 
, (D.P.7 ANNUAL #1) 


September 16, 1986 

CURTIS SMITH (STALAGMITE) enters The 
Clinic with the parability of exponentially 
increased strength when standing stationary. 
He joins Therapy Group B. 


September 17, 1986 

MARTIN MURKEN (WORMHOLE) enters 
The Clinic with the parability to mentally 
create small interspatial apertures, permit- 
ting matter to pass into one hole and out 
another. He joins Therapy Group B, 


September 18, 1986 

GEORGE MULLANEY (MUTATOR) enters 
The Clinic with the paranormality of o 
constantly mutating body which gives him 
a totally different appearence every 48 
hours. Traumatized by his parability, he 
does not enter group therapy. 


September 19, 1986 
In Milwaukee, Wisconsin, McDonald's 
manager JEFFERY WALTERS (BLUR) first 
manifests his paranormal power of super- 
human speed while at work. 
(D.P.7 ANNUAL #1) 


September 20, 1986 
In Readfield, Wisconsin cheese factory 
worker DAVID LANDERS (MASTODON) 
begins manifesting his paranormal power 
of superhuman strength and endurance as 
his body undergoes massive muscular en- 
largement. 
(D.P.7 ANNUAL #1) 


September 21, 1986 

PAMELA LEIGHTON (INTERFACE) enters 
The Clinic with the parability to produce 
powerful pheromones able to usurp others’ 
wills while she touches them. She joins 
Therapy Group B. 


September 23, 1986 

STEPHANIE HARRINGTON (GLITTER) enters 
The Clinic with the parability to produce 
biokinetic energy augmenting her own 
physical abilities and those of others. She is 
assigned to Therapy Group C. 
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
